_ KELLOGG PACT 
SHORTCOMINGS 


Abyssinia's fruitless appeal to 
the United States to invoke the 
provisions of the Kellogg: Pact in 
the dispute with Italy serves to 
recall the high hopes which were 
entertained when that document: 
received almost) universal sup- 
port five or six years axe. By 
that instrument, the contracting 
parties, Abyasinia cand — Italy 
amon the number, solemnly 
condemned recourse to war for 
the solution of international con- 
‘troversies and renounced it as an 
instrument of national policy in 
their relations one with another, 
In pledge of their sincerity, they 
agreed that “the settlement or 
solution of all disputes or con- 
flicts, of whatever nature or of 
whatever origin they may be, 
which may arise among them, 
shall never be sought except by 
pacific mean Nothing: could 
be more specific than the terms 
of the article quoted; they Jeft 
no option to. the signatories: all 
agreed that the use of force 
would be outlawed. Pushed to 
its logical conclusion, the pledge 
meant that there would hence- 
forth be no need for any of the 
contracting nations to possess 
sither armies or navies. Had 
the understanding not been un- 
dermined by a covering Note, and 
had it been: sincerely observed, 
wir would have been a thing of 
the past. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, this covering Note laid it 
down that nothing in the Treaty 
should impair the right of self- 
defences every nation was to be 
free to defend its territory from 
attack and be alone competent to 
decide whether the circumstan- 
ces required resort to war in self- 
defence, This proviso rendered 
the Pact of practically no value 
whatever. Japan's actions in 
Manchuria, based on the plea of 
self-defence, suffice to show how 
a nation ean square a bellicose 
policy with the undertking 
given in the Treaty. Moreover, 
there is no stipulation in the Pact 
in regard to disarmament, 
neither is there any direct refer- 
ence to arbitration. When these 
points are borne in mind, 
it is easy to see how this 
instrument for the outlawing 
of war can have little mean- 
ing. when, ,serious conflicts, 
such as that between. Italy and 
Abyssinia, arise. Another mark- 
ed shortcomig of the Treaty is 
that it nowhere defines aggres- 
sion: a task which still remains 
to be accomplished.. The same 


{fault can. be found with other 
treaties designed for the pre- | 


servation of peace. The trouble 
in all cases is that nations, avhilst 
paying lip service to high idenls, 
are ever disposed to regard situa- 
tions when they arise from their 
own particular viewpoint, re- 
gardiess of the largér interests 
of humanity as a whole. There 
are enough pacts and under- 
standings in existence. to banish 
the prospects of war utterly and:

The Territortals, the War Office 
has deelded, will provide Britain's 
ground arm of anti-nireraft de- 
‘fence. Eight battalions are to be 
converted into this particular 
branch of service for the defence 
of London and the South of 

Sngland. “The new role,” KAYH 
the War Ofiice, “entails such units 
being rehdy for action immediate- 
ly on the | dutbrenk of war and 
readiness for War will be necessnry. 
The degree of readiness must he 
considerably greater than that of 
fiekl Army, since no oppor- 
tunity for the completion of traln- 
ing after mobilisation can be 
expected.” On. this decision, and 
the intelligence it represents, we 
should like to congratulate the War 
Office. People may talk of tha 
Rhine as being Britain's front line 
of defence, and the speed with 
which the war machines of to-day 
move makes: that a truism, But 
it is no falsism to suggest. that 
the most vulnerable part of the 
fmpire is its heart, and that that 
heart has been the least protected 
againat sudden attack of any vital 
part of the body of the Empire. 
Strategists and statesmen warn Us 
that the next 
leap upon us suddenty, like a wild 
beast in the night, without more 
than a growl of warning. Where

NEW PREPAREDNESS 


She must. be prepared to resist 
the sort of invasion made familiar 
to ous by .a modern section of 
fietion writers; an invasion which 
will burst’ upon her from out of 
the aky, without) previous warn- 
ing, perhaps, or any such gut-of- 
date formality as a declaration of 
war, And the more we see of the 
disregard (he nations have for the 
treaties they hive signed, the more 
we are inclined to believe that the 
rules of war and international 
relations can be very handily for- 
gotten when the time comes. 
Therefore we approve whole- 
heartedly of ‘the organisation of 
the Territorial Army atony — the 
lines just suggested by: the War 
Office.

out a flutter at the sound of the 
drums of a potential enemy. 


ANOTHER MASTER 


The Hai Chi‘and the Hai Shen, 
one-time cruisers of a northern 
warlord’y fleet, ran-aways from 
Nanking’s control and, subsequent- 
ly, mutineers in Canton, have left 
their moorings in Kowloon Bay. 
Their departure is probably with- 
out significance on this occasion. 
It simply means that they have 
tuken service with another master. 
They now belong to Nanking, and 
there are some — hard-worked 
newspaper reporters -who hope 
they remain there. But whatever 
the future holda for these old 
ships, their « immediate past has 
been full of action and adventure.

ent from Malvern or Cotswold 
thad the range of the Clents, a 
fragment of mountainous Wales 
stranded east of Severn, or, again, 
that wild, tumbled country of green 
hills which embraces the Valley of 
Teme?

Committal procecdings were con- 
cluded yesterday in the cnse - in 
which So Shing, alias So Pat-san, 
alian So Cheuk-king Is _ charged, 
with the manslaughter of Wong 
Pat-kiu alias 48Vong Cheuk-lam at 
167, Des Vocux Road Central. third 
floor, on Sept, 9, 1934. The henr- 
frig was resumed before Mr, Mac- 
fadyen at the Central Magistracy 
yesterday afternoon, and accused 
was committed for ‘trial. 

Before calling on. tho accused to 
give evidence, Mr, M. K: Lo anked 
His Worship for a ruling on the 
admissibility of the document found 
in a eafe in accuscd’s fiat, as he held 
that the letter was Irrelevant, on 
should not bo used against necused. 

Mr. J. A. Brasor, the Assistant 
Attorney Genoral, who conducted tho 
cane for the Crown, held thot the 
document showed enmity between tho 
deceased and somebody on tho floor. 
The Crown had shown in ovidenco 
that the accused had sole charge of 
the premises, that he had = invited 
deceared into the accounting room, 
and that-tho letter had been found 
on the floor. The writer of the lottcr 
nnd the. writing of it was entircly 
within the knowledge of the accused. 
There was some cause for accused to 
hunte deceased for reasons not known, 
The quarrel was not sudden and 
enmity had been shown. ' 

Accused's Evidence : 

The accused, So Shing, was then 
put in the witness box to given evi- 
dence, Ife atated that he owned pro- 
sperty in Hongkong consisting of two 
leases in-Tik Lung Lane, which he 
subsequently mortgaged for $5,000. 
He then proceeded + to Singapore 
where he met o friend as a result of 
which witness telurned to Hongkong 
and opencth the Wing Shing. Yuen 
firm at 167, Des Voeux Road Central. 

Witness had known ‘the deceased. 
who had teen introduced by Chan 
Po-san, The deceared had had ‘rela- 
tions with his (accuned’s) wife dur- 
ing his absence in Singapore, and 
when he returned he found that sho 
wan ‘pregnant. Witness quarrelled 
with his wife, and she left him and 
their family in July, 1934. Tho 
S.C.A. then summoned .him, and ad- 
vised him not to separate from his 
wife, but she insisted on a separation. 

The Wing Shing Yuen firm was 
opened in June, 1934, Deceased had 
seen him before his trip to Singapore, 
and witness also saw him imme- 
diately. on his” arrival back in the 
Colony when deceased came to visit 
him, He seldom saw deceased after 
that until about ten days before the 
fntal quarrel, when he camo to wit- 
ness’s flat to look for Chan Po-san, 
who was o regular visitor to the floor. 

The next occasion on which witness 
saw deconsed waa on tho evening of 
Sept. 9, 1934. After the ovening 
meal, witness had retired to his room 
nenr the back of: the promtscs to 
wash hix face, when, passing the rear 
cubicle, he saw tho deceased having 
fo conversation with Lau Chi-kwong. 
Witness did not join them, dut 
entered his own room, where he had

KELLOGG PACT 
SHORTCOMINGS 


Abyssinia’s fruitless appeal to 
the United States fo invake the 
provisions of the Kellogg Pact. in 
the dispute with Italy serves to 
reeall the high hopes which were 
entertained when that document 
received almost universal sup- 
port five or six years ago. By 
that instrument, the contracting 
nartics, Abyssinia and Italy 
among the number, solemnly 
condemned recourse to war for 
the solution of international con- 
troversies and renounced it as an, 
instrument of national policy in 
their relations one with another. 
In pledye of their sincerity, they 
agrreed that “the settlement: or 
solution of all disputes: or con- 
flicts, of whatever nature or of 
whatever origin they may be, 
which may arise among them, 
shall never be sought except by 
pacifie ‘means. Nothing could 
be more specific than the terms 
of the article quoted; they left 
no option to the signatories: é 
agreed that the use of ‘force 
would be outlawed. Pushed to 
ils logical conclusion, the pledge 
meant that there would hence- 
forth be no need for any of the 
eontracting nationy to possess 
cither armies or navies. Had 
the understanding not been un- 
dermined by a covering Note, and 
had it been sincerely observed, 
war would have been a thing of 
the past. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, this covering Note laid it 
down that nothing in the Treuty 
should impair the right of self- 
defenecs every nation was to be 
free to defend its territory from 
attack and be alone competent to 
decide whether the circumstan- 
ces required resort to war in self. 
defence, This proviso rendered, 
the Pact of practically no value 
whatever, Japan's actions in 
Manehuria, based on.the plea of 
self-defence, suffice to show how 
aonation ean square: a bellicuse 
policy with the undertaking 
given in the Treaty, Morcover, 
there is no stipulation in the Pact 
in regard ,to ‘ disarmament, 
‘neither is there any direct refer- 
ence to arbitration. When these 
points ~ are borne in mind, 
it is easy to ‘see how this’ 
instrument for the outlawing 
of war can .have little mean- 
ing when serious conflicts, 
such as that between [taly and 
Abyssinia, arise. Another mark-| 
ed shorteomig: of the Treaty is 
that it nowhere defines agyres- 
sion: a task which«still remains 
to be accomplished. The same 
fault can be found with other 
treaties designed for the pre 
servation of pence,

RUNS WILD | 


‘THREE SPECTATORS | 
~ BADLY BUMPED 


‘High. pressure water forced a 
hose from the hands of two 
stalwart firemen during practice 
drill at the Vehicular Ferry Wharf 
In Hongkong this morning , und 
flew out among a crowd of specta- 
tora, causing Injuries which 
necessitated the removal of three 
men to hospital. 

The No, 2 fire float was being 
used for Chief Officers’ drill and 
the acting- Inspector General of 
Police, the Hon. Mr. D. Burlingham, 
and the: Superintendent, of the 
Fire Brigade, Mr. H. T. Brooks, 
were present when the accident 
occurred at a quarter past elght 
o'clock, : 

Firemen were directing streams 
of. water at a given object in the 
course of the drill when suddenly 
the writhing hose in the hands of 
two of the men got out of control, 
probably duc to an exceptionally 
heavy pressure. : 

The men were flung off the hose ; 
which reared in the air and flew 
backwards with great violence: 
from the wharf almost on to the 
road. There, was a crowd. of 
spectators witnessing the drill and 
the hose phinged in among them, 
the heavy brasa: nozzle whipping 
round to Jay three people prostrate 
before pressure was cut off, 

Li Kam-wo, aged’ 29, of 1 
Queen's Street, second — floor, 
received head and hand injuries. 
Chi “Suepuny aged 33, of 866, 
Lockhart Road, second floor, was 
injured on the ‘face and chest. 

Tam Yuk, aged 18, n destitute 
coolie, was hurt on the scalp and 
lex. 

All three were taken to. the 
Government Civil Hospital but 
their injuries are not stated to be 
serious.

A 67-year-old street coolle, Sze 
Chol, waa brought before Mr.
